HONGKONG, WEDNESDAY, AUGUST 29, 1877. 
Tr will be observed that we extracta 
telegram from our evening contemporary 
at Shanghai announcing that the steam- 
ship Agamemnon had put into Aden with 
4 broken shaft. Why telegrams of this 
nature should be supplied to the Courter 
and not to the Hongkong papers ig'a 
point that no one but Renter's agents 
can be expected to understand. The 


Océan Steamship Company seem to be re- 


markably unfortunate with their vessels. 
This, if we mistake not, is. the sixth 
yeasel out of the limited number belong- 
ing to'the Company that has either boon 
totally lost or has broken down with- 
in about the last eighteen montha. 
The Orestes was wrecked off: Galle, 
the Hector off Amoy. and the Sar 
pedon sunk in collision off. France, 
while the Ulysses ran upon a rock near 
Singapore a few months ago, and since 
then the Ajaw haa had to.put into Bom- 
bay and the Agamemnon into Aden with 
broken or damaged shafts, What ‘the 
cause of this extraordinary succession of 
misfortunes may be on well-known ocean. 
tracks we are totally unable to imagine, 


Tue victories that are reported to have 
been gained by the Turks during the 
last fortnight must, if the accounta’ of 
them are reliable, have a most important 
effeot on the progress of the war. We 
almost feol justified in stating that they 
will render a winter campaign in Turkey 
imperative if tho Russians ave determin- 
ed tocarry out their original projects,’ 
The most important item of news is that 
of the: capture of the Schipka Pass,: 
With the. passes of the Balkans in their 
posseasion; and large victorious. armies’ 
on both the Russian flanks, the. Turks 


rought to be easily able to prevent: the 


advance of the Muscovite forces until 
season, 
when the Ruasiang. will cithef@have to 
winter in Bulgaria or, retire across. the 
Danube. The Turks bave obtained 
three other important snoceases.since the 
Plevna affair—twoin Asia, and the other 
in. Europe, A telegram; dated the 20th 
instant, informed us-that a large Russian 
force had attacked Muktar Pache's en- 
trenchmenta near Kars; “that. the én- 
gagement. lasted. the’ whole day, and 
resulted inthe repulag of the Husdlans 
with e loss of 1,200 men... Tho brillant 
victory. which is stated in the telegram 
we ptblish elsewhere to have been gain- 
ed by, Muktar over. the Ritssians was 
evidently ‘fought in the same neighbour. 
hood, and. the fact ‘that the attack was 
made by the Turks ahows that the Rus-, 
sian army, even in its reinforced state, ia 
regarded by the Turkish General aa by no 
means too formidable to.be actively and 
successfully opposed’ Eski Djume, where 
Russians are also said to have-beon 
defeated, in a town ‘about ten or fifteen 


spent in those transactions. The 
Company appears to hold a some 
what similar position in regard to the 
Jepanese Government as that held by 
the China Merchants’ Steam Navigation 
‘Company with respect to the Chineso 
Authorities, Both are evidently, under 
the protecting wing of: their reapective 
Governments, and doubtless the assist. 
ance rendered by the Mitsu Bishi Com: 
pany in transporting troops and supplies 
to the south during the. présent rebellion 
encourages the Company to anticipate 
even greater protection and ‘assistance 
in fature from official quarters. The 
report that the Company intends to 
ran a'line to either Australia or Europe 
appears to have’ been erroneous, From 
what we can gather from the Japan papers 
the whole of this fine fleet: is: to be 
employed in developing trade in the 
Japanese seas, and around the coaste, 
This year the Company has sent two 
iron steamers to England assailing vessels 
with rice cargoes for the purpose of having 
them fitted with new engines and boilers 
of the most approved construction, and 
at the same time’ three other steamers 
have been undergoing operations in Japan 
for converting them into sailing vestels,

hanging in his dining-room, and aketches 
of Sir Ji nar Hooker and Professor Huxley 
in the amall study whonce have issued the 
Origin of Species, the Descent of Man, and a 
large number of equally valuable but lesa 
generally known works on zoology, botany, 
and geology. . It is the fate of Mr Darwin, 
like that of many other colebrated mon, to 
be best known by the works to which ho 
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would himself hardly assign the highest | Cal 
rank among- his many productions, The |! 


popular mind, smitten with a taste for a 
amattering of science, naturally pounces 
most eagerly upon those scientific works 
which approach the borderland of specula- 
tion, and has thus done him but scant 
justice ; the hurrying and blundering 
million not pausing to distinguish between 
those etatementa which ho puts forward as 
matters of fact, ascertained, beyond all 
possibility of doubt, by experiment, and 
the hypothesea which, with admirablo 
caution, he sometimes baseq upon them.’ 
This is grossly unfair to the most candid 
of philosophers, who cares. nothing for 
his theories, and, as in the well-known case 
of the bees in the O igin of Species, frankly 
admitted the difficulty of reconciling the 
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pry 


phenomena of Nature with his hypothesis | H.K. 


of divergence. Thus it is not uncommon 
to hear persons of supposed soientifio taste, 
who chatter glibly enough about protoplasm 
and the monad, compare Mr Darwin’a most 
popular works with the Vestiges of Creation, 
a mere sciontifio romance, founded on the 
daring speculations of Lamarck and the 
nebular theory of Laplace, the famous 
astronomer, who, when asked by Napoleon 
why he had not attributed the structure of | 
the universe to one Lor Arobitect, ia naid’ 
to have replied that he ‘ had no occasion to 
adopt that hypothesis,’ : 

Mr Darwin's books are. founded upon no 
hasty .generalisations from facts col lected 
by others, but on pationt snd independent 
observation. Yeteo persistent have been 
his labours that a mere catalogue of them 
would fill a column of this journal, Sinco 

is return from the memorable voyago of 
the Beagle, ho has been constantly present 
It was a happy 
thought of Captain: FitzRoy to offer, on 
setting out in 1831, to give up part of his 
own cabin to apy naturalist who would ac- 
company the, ship on her’ now historic 
survey. Mr Darwin had just then taken 
his degree at Cambridge, his preliminary 
studies having been made at Shrowshury. 
School, under Dr Butler (afterwards Bishop 
of Lichfield, and then for two years at thé 
University of Edinburgh, when he devoted: 
some timo to marine zoology, and read his 
first papers before the Plinian Society, on 
the movement of the ova of Flustra, On 
hearing of Captain FitzRoy’s offer, he at 
once volunteered his services without 
salary, but on condition that he should 
have the entire disposal of his collections, 
all of which he doposited in various public 
institutions. ; 

His work divers an immense area of 
thou extending over zoology, botany, 
and geology, in each of which he has made 
the mark of an original and powerful mind, 
enriched by long research. ‘The bulk of 
work of this kind conveys but the dimmest 
idea‘of the toil iavolved in the collection of 
materisl, and spent in experiment and 
observation, In actual writiog, Mr Darwin 
works on a plan of his own, in very short 
epells—never exceeding a. couple of hours 
—and never commenced until the evidence 
has heen carefully collected, arranged, and 
duly pondered over. = 

In one. respect, despite his vexatious 
Darwin must be 
considered. a fortanate man. Daring the 
whole of his life he has been in easy olr- 
cumstances, above the toil of earning an 
income. Unlike. many- philosophers, he 
has not had tho mortification of spending 


. {his best hours in the drudgery of official 


or the hardly less wearisome task 
of teaching, He has been onabled to devote 
his entire time. to his favourite pursuite, 
and since his marriage with his cousin; 
Miss Emma Wedgwood, has resided at 
Down, amid the rich and varied sconery of 
one of the prettiest parts of Kent. As his 
numerous family bas grown up around him, 
ho has been relieved of all the cares whic 
distract the sofentifio worker in the heat 
and turmoil of active life. “He leads a traly 
calm and philozophio existence, unvexed 
by the ‘contemplation of bart bill 
the signing of cheques.
